The  Uo  aircraft  currently  authorised 
it  too  slow  and  its  range  too  United.  Since  approxiaitoly  2CJ$  of  all  aerial 
deliveries  are  p.edo  by  air  dvon,  a  requirement  exists  for  an  aircraft  with  both  a 
vertical  landing/ teas  off  capability  as  well  as  horizontal -speed.  Further,  the 
ARC-44  (iVl)  ond  AAC-55  ( Ulir')  radios  in  tha  Vo  arc  not  entirely  satisfactory.  Radio 
contact  with  flight-following  stations  is  often' lost  when  flying  over  the  mountainous-. 
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aroa3  of  Vietnam*  Singlo  sideband  radios  are  needed. 

(U)  The  inadequacy  of  the  U6  to  perform  the  delivery  mission  vas  recognized 
vhil&J  the  battalion  vas  stationed  at  Fort  Bragg.  A  recommenced.  TGa  change  was 
submitted  to  the  U.S.  Army  Combat  Developcmant  Command  Intolligence  Agency  recommend¬ 
ing  that  6  XV-^A  Hummingbird  or  airoraft  with  similar  capabilities  be  authorized 
when  finally  approved  for  purohase  by  tho  U.S.  Army.  (Letter,  ATMIG-TICB ,  Eq*.  1st 
HI  Bn  (ARS),  subject!  TOE  Change  Recommendations  (Delivery  Platoon) ,  8  April  1965). 
The  validity  of  this  recommendation  has  beon  oonfiru»d  hero  in  Vietnam. 

(C)  This  battalion  has  not  received  all  of  it3  POM  requisitions  of  mission 
essential  equipment  even  though  these  items  were  originally  requisitioned  in  September

(C)  After  being  queried  by  this  hoadquarters,  Army  Material  Command  Logistical 
Control  Offico,  Fort  Mason  statod  that  the  4  generators  would  be  shipped  from  the 
manufacturer  on  30  September  I966.  Despite  repeated  attempts  to  ascertain  the  status 
of  the  light  tables,  this  battalion  still  has  not  been  informed.  The  last  message 
of  inquiry  sent  to  USAKCICO,  Fort  Mason  on  29  June  1966  has  not  been  answered  to 
date  •  *“

Observations  (Lessons  Learned) 


Personnel 

00  Item  Two  year  obligated  tour  lieutenants. 

(U)  Discussions  Many  obligated  tour  lieutenants  appear  to  leave  the  service 
because  they  have  no  cenho  of  accomplishment  while  on  active  duty.  In  the  last  16  ^ 
months  that  this  battalion  spent  at  Fort  Bragg,  no  lieutenants  in  -tills  category  c 
could  be  convinced  to  remain  on  active  duty.  Ho  re  in  Vietnam,  4  out  of  15  lieute¬ 
nants  changed  their  category  to  voluntary  indefinite  within  the  first  6  month  in- 
country. 
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(l!)  Observation!  Service  in  Vietnam  gives  a  young,  iupres  -'inuble  officer 
the  opportunity  to  do  a  worthwhile  jab  and  increases  the  chances  of  retaining  him 
on  active  duty* 


Operation 

(U)  Item*  Deployment  of  a  MIBARS  Battalion  in  a  counterinaurgoncy  operation. 

(C)  Discussion!  This  battalion  has  u  separate  detachment  which  provides 
direct  support  to  and  is  physically  located  in  each  tho  4  Vietnamese  Tactical 
Corps  areas.  This  is  a  departure  from  tho  normally  accepted  method  of  employment, 
that  of  stationing  detachments  with  Air  Force  reconnaissance  squadrons  on  widely 
separated  airfields. 

(U)  Observation!  The  current  deployment  and  method  of  providing  direct 
support  to  combat  units  engaged  in  counterinsurgency  operations  is  successful  ar.i 
appoars  tactically  sound* 


Training  and  Organization 


(U)  Itcmt?:  02  Air  Course,  U.S.  army  Intelligence  School. 

(0)  Discussion!  Subjoct  oourse  was  eliminated  in  1963* 

(U)  Observation!  Many  officers  assigned  to  G2/S2  Air  positions  are  untrained 
and  appoar  to  know  little  about  the  uorial  reconnaissance  field. 

(U)  Sow  imagery  intorpretaticn  equipment. 


(U)  hi  noun.-,  ion;-.  New  techniques  and  equipment  are  constantly  being  developed 
in  the  imagery  ini-orprotaticn  field.  Vais  equipment  10  available-,  but  ic  not 
being  automatically  authorised  nor  provided  to  field  units*  In  fact,  the  i-old 
units  are  often  unawaro  that  now  and  oottcr  equipment  oris to*  J'O-  -jii—iiplo ,  TOa 
30-6  and  30-7  authorise  tho  AS  18  light  table.  This  ic  a  Vhff'i  model  that  is 
obsolete.  Two  generations  of  light  tables  have  been  developed  since  the  AH  IB* 
Since  newer  and  mere  efficient  models  are  available,  they  should  be  authorised

ment  as  it  becomes  available. 


(0)  Itc-mt y.  Delivery  aircraft. 
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(U)  Discussion:  A:  never,  faster  aircraft  than  the  U6  is  required  to  provide 
tiddly  delivery  of  perishable  intelligence  inagory  to  coabat  uait3. 

(U)  Observation:  The  XV-4A  or  an  aircraft  with  similar  vertical  landing/ tL. Lo 
off  capabilities  plus  near-maoh  speed,  appears  ideal  to  perform  the  aerial  deli.  ...y 
mission  of  this  battalion* 


(U)  Item*.  Organio  generators. 

(U)  Dicuaaior.:  There  are  too  many  makes  end  models  of  generators  in  th-  U..3* 
Army*  The  maintenance  and  spare  parts  problems  appear  to  bo  compounded  unr.se .ooarily 

(U)  Observation:  A.  now!  family  of  goneratora  with  various  capacities,  V.i  •  .  k 
interchangeable  ports,  is  required  to  facilitate  maintenance  and  reduce  the  logisti¬ 
cal  spare  parts,  problem* 


Intelligence 

(u)  Item:  Utilisation  of  aerial  reconnaissance  to  gather  intelligence  in¬ 
formation* 

(U)  Discussion;  Tho  ovorago  officers  knowledge  of  the  aerial  rooonnais: --.'.so 
field  appears  extreraoly  limited.  Kany  senior  commanders  und  staff  officers  do  not 
know  how  to  utilize  aerial  reconnaissance  Oven  though  it  ia  the  mus t  productive  of 
ell  intelligence  operations  in  providing  rapid  and  accurate  tactical  intelligence 
information* 

(u)  Observation:  The  coverage  of  aerial  reconnaissance' in  branch  and  senior 
service  schools,  appears  inadequate. - 


logic  tics 

(u)  Item:  Spare’  parts  for  the  ES-29  Portable  Photographic  Darkroom. 

(U)  Discussion:  lhis  comparitively  now  item  of  equipment  io  capable  of 
performing  the  reproduction  functions  for  which  it  wua  designed*  However,  cparc 
parts  problomo  continue  to  plague  this  battalion  oven  though  these  problems  have 
been  brought  to*  the  attention  of  all  supply  e.gencies  in  COlCdJ  who  are  even  re¬ 
motely  connected  with  thio  piece  of  equipment*  Although  the  ES-29  has-  been  in 
the  Army  inventory  far  over  1^  years,  maintenance  manuals  and  spare  {arts  lists, 
with  federal  stock  numbers  are  still  not  available  nor  is  on  adequate  supply  of 
spare  parts* 
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(U)  Ob nervations  The  agency  reoponaible  for  buying  the  ES-29  and  for  making 
arrangements  for  adequate  maintenance  support  apparently  did  not  do  a  thorough  job, 

(U)  Item:  Common  items  of  supply. 


(U)  Discussion:.  Projection  bulb3  are  either  not  available  or  are  available 
in  extremely  limited  quantities  through  normal  supply  channels.  These  bulbs  are 
available  in  quant..  oy  through  commercial  sources  and  have  been  purchased  from  Sears 
Roebuck  by  members  of  this  battalion. 

(U)  Observations.  If  priority  requisitions  cannot  be  filled  from  army  stocks 
in  CONUS,  civilian  sources  should  be  utilized  by  CONUS  supply  agencies  to  fill 
mission-essential  requirements. 


(u)  Item:.-  POM  Requisitions. 

(U)  Discussion:.  Thero  appears  to  be  no  standard  system  for  keeping  deployed  - 
units  informed  on  the  status  of  their  POM  requisitions,  v 

(u)  Observation:  Specialized  units  could  plan  their  operations  better  if 
•thay.  had  an  indication  of  when  receipt  of  mission  essential  items  of  equipment  on 
PCM  requisition  could  bo  expected. 


Other 

(u)  Item:  AN/GRC  26  radios  (Non-TOE  to  thi3  battalion). 

(c)  Discussion:  This  battalion  depends  on  Signal  Battalion  radios  to  trans¬ 
mit  highly  perishable  intelligence  to  U3ing  units.  These  radios  along  with  T3EC/x\ 
7  cryptographic  equipment  have  not  been  entirely  satisfactory  and  appear  to  be 
unable  to  provide  24  hour  operation  with  any  degree  of  dependability. 

(U)  Observation:  The  range  and  dependability  of  a  single  sideband  radio 
capable  of  handling  cryptographic  teletype  messages  is  needed.

Recommendations 


1.  (u)  That  as  many  obligated  tour  officers  as  possible  serve  the  last 

year  of-  their  tour  in  Vietnam. 
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2.  (U)  That  the  current  method  of  oporation  of  this  battalion  bo  adopted 
as  standard  for  future  counterinsurgency  type  operations. 

3.  (U)  That  the  G2  Air  course  be  reinstated  at  the  TJ.S.  Amy  Intelligence 
School.
